It gives San 
Francisco seven Senators and fourteen Assemblymen—also based on the 
census. Its whole structure conforms as nearly as possible to the di 
vision of population. No region, except the infant county of Imperial, 
I which is growing amazingly, drops far below the approximate. | 

It is important to the whole South that this apportionment be 

adopted because if it does not the radicals of the Legislature, following 

the impetus of the monstrous Randall bill of the regular session, will 
I seek to reduce the representation from the cities by at least one-fourth 
and transfer it to country districts on a basis of area and taxable valua- 
tion and population instead of population alone, as the Constitution pro- 
vides. It is a country district gerrymander. |

One was the heal- 
ing of the lame man by Peter at the 
gate Beautiful of the temple at Je- 
rusalem. When Peter said to Him: 
In the name of Jesus Christ of Naza- 
reth. walk,’ the man born a cripple 
sprang to his feet leaping for joy of 
healing. And who was this Peter 
thus performing miracles in the 
name of Jesus?

Dr. John Albert Eby of the First 
United Brethren Church, preached to 
a large audience test night on “So- 
| tety’s Sins,” basing his remarks on 
nu text from Leviticus “That thy

said in part: 

“The first social moral obligation 
of any man is to give to society the 
best he is capable. The second is that 
suggested in the text. Social sins have 
a telling significance. A sin tnat at- 
fects society is the most deadly of in- 
fluences. 
and suffer are the sins for which we 
all at last have the keenest regrets. 
False principles, evil habits and the 
genera! sinfulness of society are the 
potentialitie: of hell on earth. 


a social significance, yet there are 
eertain sins of social Hfe that are so 
prominent and universal that we need 
to take up arms against them and 
end them as far as we may. Judg- 
ments for social sins fall on the just 
as well as the unjust. The innocent 
suffer with the guilty. Soctal defects 
are hard to cure. Woe to the man 
who attacks the faults of the crowd. 
Social wrongs are the most prominent 
sins of today. Our civilization is so 
complex that the sins of our social 
organism are the blighting, withering 
influences that play havoc with the 
growing generations. 

“There is a growing eelfism rampan 
in society today that is destructive 
and @evelish. “What matters it who 
suffers so long as I get what I want. 
Clear the track for my train or there 
will be a collision.’ That is the spirit 
of the crowd. 80 long as we live on 
the low plane of selfism that long 
will our social life be unworthy our 
civilization. 

“Then there is the mad scramble 
for wealth and social standing. What 
a horrible sacrifice has been offered 
an this alter. Men who are tender 
as angels cverywhere else are 
ravening wolves when they get Into 
the rushing ‘crowd, in this mad scram- 
ble that makes men beastly and in- 
human. 

“The evil examples set before the 
youth of today is a crime for which 
our generation will be compelled to 
answer. The men whom we hold up 
for them to follew as examples are 
in many cases unworthy. We tell the 
young business man to succeed with- 
out telling him that wealth ill-gotten 
is the most stupendous failure. We 
ought to revise our liste of notables 
in many of our galleries. 

“What we preach does not matter 
eo much. But what we actually do 
is what counts. What a task is set 
for church and school and home and 
State. The courthouse, the school- 
house, the dwelling house and the
